The  Secretary,  Mr.  John  Clark,  having  read  the 
notice  calling  the  meeting  and  the  report  of  the  auditors, 
The  Chairman  said : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  you  all  know,  certain  events  of  great  importance 
to  your  Company  have  taken  place  since  we  last  met, 
and  it  seems  to  me  advisable  to  elaborate  a  little  on 
what  you  have  already  been  told  about  the  difficulties 
that  arose  concerning  our  Concession  before  I  proceed 
to  refer  to  the  Accounts.    I  do  not  propose  to  deal 
with  matters  of  general  history,  since  the  two  circular 
letters  issued  to  you  all  in  December  and  May  last 
have  kept  you  informed  of  the  passage  of  events;  nor 
do  I  intend  to  touch  on  any  controversial  aspect  of 
the  negotiations  which,  after  a  long  period  of  time,  are 
now  happily  concluded.     I  may,  however,  indicate  that 
at  one  stage  a  difference,  of  which  you  are  aware,  arose 
between  His  Majesty's  Government  and  the  Persian 
Government,  which  brought  our  affairs  before  the  world 
at  the  meeting  of  the  League  of  Nations.   Fortunately 
through  the  good  offices  of  the  League,  in  which  Mr. 
-Benesh,  the  rapporteur,  took  a  most  able  and  tactful 
part,  a  situation  was  created  which  enabled  the  Com- 
pany to  resume  direct  contact  with  the  Persian  Govern- 
ment; and  in  this  connection  I  would  like  specially  to 
reter  to  the  masterly  manner  in  which  Sir  John  Simon 
put  the  facts  before  the  League.
